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I am informed that late In done the Ukrainian Bad* had 
received a neasage fro* Ukrainians Is the United States. 

Is thla neasage they suggested that the Bad* disease the 
possibilities of oooporatlon with the Inert ana Cowait tee. 
instead of this the local Ukrainian leaden got together 
and on Jane 25th earn oat with a blast at the Americas 
Committee. This was one of the nost violent attack* on 
the work of our C omalttee that I have sees* ill Ukrainian* 

- were prohibited fro* negot i at in g vlth cor Comalttee and 
asyoss disobeying this order would be dessansed as a traitor 
to the fatherland. ( The resolution la attached hereto. ) 

I was rery such surprised when a short while later Infor- 
mation reaohed ae that aoae important Ukrainians had 
expressed a do a ire to talk to m. The flret one I aet was 
Ir . Katarowlah. a friend of Dolenko* who had oonversatloas 
with fl, and who intend* te go to America to call 

a eonference or hi* Peasants Party. Dolenko is net a 
member of the Beds* but lo oleee to ell its leaders. Be 
weald like to work with the Awerloes Cowmittee if the 
Bade would not oppose eueh cooperation. Xotorovloh started 
by telling ae that the Ukrainians received word that as 
a result of nsny talks with AiMriown swsatorw and repre- 
sentatives* Admiral Kirk had decided to ohange the policies 
of the Committee in eoeordanoe with the wiohea at the 
Ukrainians. Because of his russephilt ideas, r 3 

was forced to resign. X assured hi* that jr -T7 

resignation had nothing to do with the Ukrainians sna east 
hs told as long ago that hs Intended to resign. X also 
told Koto ravioli that no ohange in policies was contemplated , 
end could net be, because if we were to acknowledge the 
independence of the Ukraine* as hs suggested* how oould 
ww expect to get the Bassdbns into the Center. Be ex- 
pressed his friendship for the Baseless and agreed that 
ns general Center should be f or med without the Bosnians. 

Our conversation lasted for about two hours sad bsoan* 
very friendly. I realised that he was feeling me out 
and I presented our ease along the lines of Admiral Kirk's 
speeches. Ho told ae to disregard the dennaolatlona of 
Juno 25th which wore meant for Internal eonoumptlon, but 
did not roprosent the real thoughts of the Ukrainian 
leaders* He asked me if X would bo willing to moat Mr. 
Lewltsky — the son of the President and himself one of 
the chief leaders of the Ukrainians — privately and la 
aaerwt. X agreed end he told ae that he would contact no 
later. 



A couple of days later a Hr. Boo kman asked no fer an 
appointment and case to eee a*. I knew Hr. Bus been before. 
He was born In the Ukraine, but dose not oonslder himself 
* Ukrainian. Hs has been working among the Ukrainians 
for yoaro, is clone, to nsny of their leaders, and lo 
anxious to get then into our future Center, He knew of 
ay talks with Kotorovich from the latter, told as th*t X 
made a very good iapreesion and that Hr. lewltsky and sons

They don't believe that tharo la a strong separatist 
aoveaent la tha Ukraine and ora, tharaf ora , vary anxious 
to eoopermte with ns and with tha Russians. However • all 
af than are rains tant to oona oat in tha open with sash 
proposals. Bs- related to no tha Ians reign of handarlst 
terror in eanps, of tha attack on Calal. etc. ia a result, 
everybody is soared to oona oat openly in support of the 
polities of the insriosn Oonaittss sad hopws that ssasbedy 
also will hero enough courage to loin the Canal t tee. and 
than they would all follas his. On dans 25th every leader 
triad to hit tha doaalttas hardest so as aot to he suapaotod 
of a desire to aaoparato with it. thair desire now was to 
find s way to osoperate with ns without sndagsring thair 
liras and to find a face-saving foraola far aaah coopera- 
tion. 

Mora than a week pasaad before Kotororloh sailed me at ay 
hone. He teld ne that he was sorry that ay aeetlng with 
Lewltaky had to ha postponad baeaaaa they had heard that 
X talked to their Mae kl slater, Baran, in Paris and 
they want to find eat fron Mam the reeolt of ny conver- 
sation. I aa aqred Kotororloh that although I had been In 
Paris, I bad not talked to Baran. Ba said that it waa too 
bad that he was uislnf oread, bat that as bs was leaving 
for a weak, tha conversation ooold only taka plans after 
his return. 

the next day Bashnsn asked to ass as at ay hone sad told 
as that tha Bade had delegated five leaders of its sajor 
parties. Including Levitsky and Bagraraani. to talk to as 
about participating in tho work or tits Coaalttee . The 
date waa sat for yesterday, bat asanwhil# they received 
a copy of Secretary Ohapaan's speech to the Ukrainian 
Congress in lew fork, thla changed the whole outlook.
